LEGISLATIVE GERRYMANDERS 



How the Voters ot Kentucliir Are Dislran- 
chised, and How the People 
Can Right the Wrongs 



In tbo folluwini; Htatement to the pablic tbe 
Committee authorised to inatitate legal prooood- 
ings to tost tba constitatiooallty of rocaat rs- 
districUat lafialatioa haa laid bars tha facta 
and shows to the people of the stste the in- 
sqnalities oommittsd ondar tbe goiaa of Deeded 
lagislaUoa. Tha atataaaat o( tha CoannitUa 
ezplains tbo positios of tbe Ropablicso party 
in Kftntarky. It preaenta to tbe public the par- 
tissD legislation, which bas deaied some people 
«f r spfsss a t aH sa ia tha Oaaaral Asssaibly of 
Eaataalqr. It is a skroag atataatsat of faeta, 
and will prove iotarastiag roadisg. It follows: 

To the People qf Kentueky: At tbe lut regn- 
lar session of tbe General AitKembly an act waa 
paaaad diridiag lhasUto into 100 ReprasoBtatiTe 
Dlatriela, whieh haa haaa apyrerad hr tka Got- 
eraoraod clothed with all tba outer babUiaMats 
or forms of law. Tbe CoDstitation of Kod> 
tocky proridas, amoBg other things, that— 

"Tho First Gsaaral Assaaibly aftar tba adop- 
tioD of this ConstitatioB shall dirido the sUte 
into thirty eight Seoalorial Districts, and one 
hundred BopraseDtatiTO Distriots, u nearly 
eqoal la pspalaUsa M mt hs withaat dMdiag 
any connty ezcapt where a eootf mqr laolada 
more than one District, whieh Distriots shall 
constitute the Senatorial and Repreaentative 
Distriots for tOB yaars. Not mora than two 
coaatiss shall ha joiaad togathar to forsi a Rep- 
reoeDtatlTo District Prortdod, Is doing so tbe 
priBciple roqoiriag every District to be as nearly 
aqaal ia popolaiion as may be shall not be tIo- 



m, hi aMhhw mU DIatrleta. laaqvallty of 
population sboald bo aaaToidable. any advantage 
reanltlag therefrom shall be givsa to Diatriots 
having the largest territory. Ne part aC a 
eoaaliy aball bo addadto aaothsr aaw rt y te sisho 
a Diatriet, aad tha eeesMsa faralac a Diatrict 
shsll be contiguous. " 

Tbe General Assembly was directed every ten 
yaara tbareaftor to l a flWf ls t tha itala aessfd 
ing to this lalo. 

CoaeaivlBC that tha aat la ^atatioe vaa a 
gross violation of both tha letter sod spirit of 
the faadsaiontBl law of the aUt«, aad that it 
iaprlvsJ alaifi BMabwaf ovpaa^af (ha 



riulit nf si'lf-Kovprnmcnt, the un Icrsi^ned were 
selected, by tbeuDaoimous voice of tbo llepub- 
lioan Bsmbors of tbe Legislature, to take steps 
to aasart the rights of tbo people of the state 
against this anjoat, iniqnitons and ancoastito- 
tional act of the Legislature. 

"Tbe right of a citiaeo to proportionate rep- 
rtasBtatioa ia tha Lagislatnrs, so far aa it can 
bo practically carried into effect by the iostni- 
mentalitias of hamaa govemmentiis rocognised 
and piotaeWd hf tha Ooaatltitiea." 166 ni. 
462. 

By tha Bot ia qnaation it appsars that more 
thaa a qaartar of a atilUoa of oar people in 
twoDty-foar Distriots, or rathsr ia twelve of 
tbem,bavobooB dsaiod and ezclnded from repre- 
ssatatioa ia tha Lscislatura to all iatosts and 
p ar pssss. 

Tbe committee having occasion to also ooa- 
eider the acta of tba Legislature of Hay 3d and 
Jane 28tb, 1893, dividing tbe atate into Sena- 
torial aad Bap r aaa a ta tl va Distriots, aad also tbo 
set of Manh 11th. 1896. dlrMlaf tha ataU iato 
Con(;re8Bional Districts, found that tbey were 
each and all groasly unfair and violative of the 
state or rodoral law fovaraiag the sabjeet. 

As aridaaoa that «a aia set aistakaa ia our 
vlava aa tUs matter wa attaeh hsfate tobies 
shoeiac • Dumber of Senatorial aad Baprsaaa> 
tative Districu taken from tbe vailsaa aeta aa 
well as all tbe CaagNMisaal Distriets nader 
tbe set of 1898. 

These ilgaias tahsa frost tha acts aad the 
census of the state speak more eloquently aad 
Btroogly than aaTthing jom oomaiitlee oaa say 
OB tba sabjaal. aU Ma4 hH MUa aaaMat at 
our haada. 

That wa have a raatedy against the violatloa 

of tbe supreme law of the state and the United 
atatea BMaifasted ia tbase varioos sete of the 
Lsgitiatart aatas to bates elsar isr ilspats 
or argamoBt. 

The courts of tbe conntry have not regarded 
apportionment acts as exceptions to the rule 
that Lagislaturaa are bound by ooseUtBtional 
HitH-*'*— ia tha aaaetsMat of laws, aad that 
if they disregard then H to the fueUon of tbe 
eoarta to so declare: HePhoiaoa vs. Blacker, 
146 U. S. 1; Prowty vs. SUver, 11 Eaasaa 286;

n. Oaaaiaghan, 81 Wiseoasia 1; Oiddfaigs vs.

The ccaria of Now York, New Jersey. IndisBs, 
Michigan, Wisconoin and North Carolina h:ive 
set aside and declared void apportionment acts, 
and in all the states that have so far had oooa- 
siea to paaa apoa the valklity of each laws, the 
eoarta have aot failed to assert thslr right aad 
power to decide them valid or invalid as the facta 
in tbe particular case required the court to de- 
termine.

At tbe last election for Presideat ia OWStato 
tbe Repabliosn party castmors thaa47 paraaat 
of tha total veto cast, aad tha Dsaiscratic party 
a fractioB oadar 80 per cent. If the Assembly' 
Dittrioto were fairly dirided in aooordsnce with 
the voU thus oast, tbe Repablicaaa woold have 
sixty-flre sMiabera of the Lsgisla t wa iaataad af 
thirty-two aow held by them. 

The committee, after a careful conslderstioa 
of the law and the facts, have agreed that it is 
tbe duty of our people to contest tbe act of the 
Geaerai Assembly of Msy 3d. 1893; Jaae 28to, 
1898; March llto, 1898, aad the aat of Marah. 
1906, and we have the utmost confidence that 
with the proper effort each and all of tbase at- 
leged'laws will be set aside and held feriaofht, 
aad that the Lagialatara will be raaoavsead aid 
lawa mors ia aceordaaea with Jostles, right aaA 
the Conttltntion will be enacted. 

We deem it prudent that varioos suits be ttlad 
against each act and in every form aad maaasr 
that s aahs aita have beaa Madia oar siatsratataa, 
ao that there caa he ao qaestloa that scase of 
tbe number are proporly brought, and will, thara* 
fore, have to be decided npoo tbeir merits. 

We have aaeated smhwal eoaaasl to take 
charge of the litigation in behalf of the people, 
and it will reqaire considerable money to pay 
the ezpeaaes of tbeaa various suits, give onr 
ahoasa aammal a BMdarato fee for thair aervioaa 
aad tka aetwl azpeaae iaearred by the aommlt- 
tee in prosecuting tbe contents in the courts. 
The oommil tee ia aerving witbont aalaiy or hope 
of Bay laaadal leward for ito aervieee la the
